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Medium-Wave Signal Paths, Part Il: 
THE BASIC SEASONAL PATTERN 


During the past six years the author has systematically monitored the 
Transatlantic medium-wave channels using sophisticated special equipment 
and techniques’ * in an attempt to determine the factors which control unusual 
long distance MW reception. In this article we shall examine a number of the 
more prominent patterns in MW TA reception and discuss the physical 
processes responsible; moreover we shall also introduce a significant iono- 
spheric phenomenon not previously implicated in MW DX - the Midwinter

Anomaly. 


Certain patterns in TA reception are obvious to the most casual observer 
and have long been recognized by MW DX'ers. Signals from Transatlantic 
MW stations are much weaker in the summer than during the winter months - 
so much so, in fact, that many DX'ers stop listening during the midsummer 
period. During the winter there is considerable variation in TA signal quality 
from night to night, particularly from stations located fairly deep into Europe. 
This daily variation in TA signal quality is conspicuously nonrandom, however - 
as regular monitoring of the band for a period of several weeks will show. 
Instead of being randomly scattered throughout the winter, nights of either very 
good or very poor reception tend to "bunch" together into ''runs" lasting a 
number of days. Runs of good reception are often separated by runs of poor 
conditions (or vice versa, depending upon how one wishes to look at it); this 
naturally means that there is a significantly greater chance of one good night 
following another than if the distribution were truly random. Both of these 
patterns - the long term seasonal variation and the short term variability - are 
largely the result of absorption processes in the ionosphere. Before we can 
discuss the Midwinter Anomaly it will be necessary todescribe these "normal" 
types of MW absorption in greater detail. 


THE BASIC SEASONAL PATTERN 


There is a marked degradation of Transatlantic MW signal levels during 

the summer months which is a consequence of the seasonal variation in the 

_ length of the sunlit portion of the day in higher latitudes. But this is not the 
only reason why few TA's seem to be audible during the summer period - there 
is also a purely illusory effect involved and it is important to bear it in mind 
when discussing seasonal patterns. The problem comes about because the 
majority of African and European stations go off the air around local midnight 
and sign back on after 5 or 6 hours. Dawn comes at such an early hour during 
the summer in high latitudes that many of the commoner TA stations have not 
yet signed back on before sunrise hits in that part of the world. Asa result 
there is so much daylight along the signal path by sign on time that the station 
is inaudible in North America. For example, Cairo's winter sign on time of 
2300 EST (which in midwinter is a good 45 minutes before dawn) would be more 
than an hour after local sunrise there during midsummer. Therefore there a 
are quite a number of TA stations not heard during the summer months simply 
because of unfavorable scheduling; many more TA's would be audible year- 
around if it weren't for this type of schedule problem. Most of the all-night 
TA broadcasters are audible here throughout the summer although with reduced 
signal strengths for the reason to be discussed next. Consult references 
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5 and 6 for a series of maps showing the seasonal variation in sunrise time for 
TA signal paths. 


The second factor contributing to the scarcity of summertime TA 
receptions is a real ionospheric effect and hashothing to do with the scheduling 
of the station's operating hours. This is a true ionospheric absorption effect 
and it brings us to the topic of solar radiation, ionization, and medium wave 
signal absorption. When the direct rays of the sun fall on the gases in the 
upper regions of the atmosphere, the energetic ultraviolet and X-ray compo- 
nents remove electrons from the gas molecules, producing a mixture of 
free electrons and positively~charged gas molecules. A gas like this is said 
to be ionized. The more intense the sunlight the greater the number of 
electrons that are stripped away; likewise the longer the direct rays of the sun 
illuminate the gas the greater the fraction of ionized molecules becomes. The 
free electrons and positively charged gas molecules are moving at high speeds 
and itis perfectly possible for a free electron to collide with a positive gas 
molecule and become captured, thus producing a neutral gas molecule once 
again. This process of free electrons becoming reattached is called 
recombination and it is the main way in which ionization gradually disappears.

At night the free electrons 
recombine with the gas and 
the amount of MW signal 
absorption falls off rapidly. 


When the ionosphere is in daylight both ionization and recombination are 
taking place simultaneously; because electrons are removed at a much greater 
rate in the daytime than they can recombine, however, the number of free 
electrons in the ionosphere quickly rises to a very high value after sunrise, 
Come sunset, however, and there is no longer any sunlight ‘o remove new 
electrons; in the absence of any new ionization, recombination takes over and 
the number of free electrons begins to fall off rapidly. As long as this part 

of the ionosphere remains in darkness the number of free electrons will 
continue to drop until essentially all of the electrons have been recombined, 


It is the presence of these free electrons in the lower regions of the 
ionosphere (a¥Ove, say, 20 miles) that is of concern to the MW DX'er for they 
produce a very strong absorption of MW signals. When a MW signal passes 
through an ionized gas of this sort the energy of the radio wave is converted 
dinto heat in the ionosphere; the greater the number of electrons free in the gas 
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the more efficiently the signal is absorbed. In the middle of the day, when 
the concentration of free electrons is at its highest value of the day, MW 
signal absorption in the lower ionosphere is so great that little if any of the 
skywave signal gets through, As a result MW propagation during the midday 
hours is almost entirely by means of the groundwave; there is no long distance 
skywave ''skip!'' signal to speak of under normal conditions. (On some days 
during midwinter in temperate latitudes the electron concentration may be low 
enough during midday to permit some skywave signal to get through; this is the 
origin of the rare long distance daytime MW reception noted during some 
winters - stations in the 1500 mile range are sometimes reported.) 


This daylight~induced absorption naturally reaches its peak around noon in 
any particular location when the sun is at its highest position in the sky and the 
number of free electrons is at its highest value. By the same token the total 
absorption at a particular time of day depends upon the seasonal position of 
the sun in the sky: it is highest in the middle of summer and lowest in mid- 
winter, The equations describing the production of this daylight absorption 
are well defined and it is possible to calculate in advance the amount of 
ionization absorption produced under any particular set of conditions.’ These 
equations relating the position of the sun in the sky (and sunspot number) to the 
amount of resulting MW absorption on a particular frequency form the basis of 
our 'E20" computer calculation of dawn-induced fade out times for various 
MW stations, : 


The skywave signal is 
absorbed in the lower part 
of the ionosphere in the 
middle of the day by the 
free electrons there, 


At night the absorbing layer dies 
away through recombination and 
skywaves reflected from the F 
layer become audible at great 
distances from the station, 


As the sun drops in the sky and sunset approaches, the rate of recombin- 
ation begins to become significant and the electron concentation and resulting 
absorption begins to drop. Around the time of sunset (note that the time of 
sunrise or sunset at a point say 50 miles above the surface of the Earth is 
different than on the ground below; hence the terms ionospheric sunrise and 
ionospheric sunset) the amount of absorption falls off quite rapidly - hence the 
rapid transition from daytime to nightime reception conditions, How long 
after sunset until all of the absorption vanishes through recombination? This 
naturally depends upon how many electrons were set free during the day - 
the higher the level of absorption during the day the longer it will take for 
recombination to eliminate the absorption during the evening hours. 
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During the winter months the amount of absorption produced during the 
daylight hours is relatively small as we have seen. With a low electron 
concentration to begin, recombination will reduce the absorption to a 
very small value by midevening. For our purposes it can be considered that 
essentially all of the daylight-induced absorption will have disappeared through 
recombination before midnight during winter months. This is because of the 
initial low value and the early sunset hour during this season. Thus TA 
signals are essentially free of left-over daytime absorption during the winter 
months and signal strengths can be very high. 


During the summer months just the reverse is true, The many long hours 
of daylight and the high position of the sun in the sky results in a very high 
concentration of free electrons during the day; the amount of MW signal 
absorption is therefore extremely high during the summer months, (Long 
distance midday skip of the sort mentioned earlier is never experienced in 
the summer months because of the high electron concentrations then.) When 
the short summer night does finally begin there are a great many free electrons 
which must recombine before the absorption drops to a low value - and there is 
not enough time during the short summer evening for all of the electrons to 
recombine, Thus there is a significant residual daytime absorption remaining 
during the evening hours in the summer and this noticeably weakens the signals 
from TA stations consistently, (We are only concerned with the residual 
ionization remaining during the earlier evening hours during midsummer; 
while the absorption may reach rather low levels just before local dawn - thus 
permitting Deep South Americans to be heard for example ~ the TA Dx'er is 
restricted to the evening hours because of the early time of sunrise at the 
transmitter end of the signal path. } 


This then is the fundamental basis for the general seasonal pattern in TA 
MW signal strengths ~ residual daytime absorption. Probably the most 
important thing about this type of solar-induced absorption is its complete 
predictability. Given the composition and distribution of the gases of the 
upper atmosphere (known through rocket and balloon studies) and the kind and 
amount of radiation in solar illumination (which varies in a known way with 
sunspot number and season), it is possible to compute the amount of MW 
absorption produced during the day and to predict when it will have fallen to 
a particular value as the result of recombination. This type of absorption is 
well understood in terms of statistical and quantum mechanics and the predicted 
values agree very well with measured values.® On the basis of this effect we 
would then expect this type of absorption to be strongest at midsummer, become 
progressively less important during the fall, and reach a minimum value on 
the shortest day of the year (December 21st - the winter solatice); residual 
absorption should then begin to rise again until it reaches its maximum again 
the next midsummer. Much scientific data has been accumulated by means of 
a nymber of independent techniques (both direct and indirect) to conclusively 
show that this basic seasonal pattern in residual absorption does in fact exist - 
although, as we shall see, a number of other kinds of absorption may also be 


present at the same time.

New VoA XRs for Philippines 


Next month the Voice of America will complete installation 
of its new transmitters at Tinang in the Philippines, making 
the relay station the single largest transmitting plant the 
Voice of America has overseas. 


The U.S. and Philippine governments reached agreement on a 
new high-power relay station at Tinang on May 6, 1963. But 
it was not until May 1969 that the first of 10 transmitters, 
each with a power of 250 kw, went on the air at Tinang. The 
last transmitter is due on the air in March. The project's 
coat was put at over 23 million dollars. 


The 2,450 acre transmitter site is in Tarlac province, 10 
miles northeast of Clark AFB. All of the quarter-megawatt 
transmitters at Tinang were built for the VoA by the Hughes 
Aireraft Co. in Culver City, Calif. They are not known as a 
supplier of broadcast transmitters, although they produce 
other types of advanced electronice equipment, 


All the programming relayed by Tinang originates in Washing- 
ton, or other studios in New York, Miami or Los Angeles, 

and are picked up at the VoA receiving site at Baguic, in 
the Philippines, and then are relayed to Tinang and to ano- 
ther transmitter site at Poro, 


Programs are transmitted in 10 languages to target areas in 
East and South Asia, and the Pacific. Chinese-language pro- 
grams still encounter extensive jamming, which has been a 
problem since 1956. 


The VoA has another high-power relay under construction at 
Kavala, in northern Greece. Kavala relay will have 10 SW 
transmitters of 250 kw each with 22 diplexed curtain antennas 
for improved coverage of East Europe, the Middle East, 

Central USSR, South Asia and North Africa, The Kavala station 
will include a 150-kw medium-wave transmitter for improved 
coverage of the Balkans and the southern part of the Ukraine.
